Therefore about five years ago he cook occafion to quarrel with the 
Inhabitants of the next Enslifh Town, called Smanfey : adjoyn: ng to 
his Tra@ of Land, about “Bounds and Fences ; and being a Brother 
of his, about five years fince died in an Eaglith Town, he faid, nor

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vponthem, But bythe mediation of the Mc ffachufets Colony ail dit 
ferences were fairly and peaccably compofed between the faid Philip 
andthe Piymoutheans ; and Philip obliged himfelf to be perfonaily pre- 
fene with two Wolves beacs at che yearly Court, of Ele@ion inPly: 
mouth Cellony, Lhe left Winter a Chriftiaa Indiam Scholar , named 
Sofonien, wert to preach the Gofpel to Philip and h s Indians , by his 
and their permiffion ; but alter fome time Sagamore Philip giew di‘con- 
tent with Sofomen: whet fore Sofomon returned from them, to §0 to. 
the Goverroar of New Plymouth Fofiah Winflow Efq but inl sretura 
three of Philips Indians {ce on bim and murchered him, Theje three 
Caitiffs were foon after apprehended by Governour Winflow, and up. 
on clear Evidénce and a leag@irial, bad Judgment of Death , two of 
them foonafter were execune@, burthe chird breaking bis Halter, was 
carsied back and referved for Execution, This cot alittle difpleafed 
Philip, whofeared (happily through bs own guiit) that the Erglif 
would notreithere, though they did noc any way moleft him by Trial 
or otherwife ; upon whch Philip fecreily feat his Mecflecgers to feve- 
ral Indian Sachems, toecter into a tir & Confederacy w:th him againft 
the Euglifh; andhimiclf arms about 702 of his men, and obtains 16¢cO 
more of his Confedera‘es : and what others befides thefe he hath enga- 
g:d tohis party» is to the Engl unkrogn , though “cis fhrewdly 
fulpedted this Crue! fubtil Fellow hath engeged.moft of the Indians 
inthe Countrey to efpoufe his Quariel as aCommon Caufe. All this 
Spring Philips fouldiers (who were well fitted with Gons, Powder, 
Shot, oc. which they had long fince gotten of the Dutch , French, 
yea, and of fome Englifo themfelves) were (een marching in their Arms 
even at the planting their Corn; of which. unneceflary preparations, 
the neighbouring Englilbot Swanfey and Rebobeth were very apprehen- 
five: and difccurfing with the Sagamore abontit, he faid fome had 
threatned him thathe Gould be hanged at Plymouth ; but if he mutt 
die, be would die on bisownland. Sune the zoth. feyen.of Saga- 
more Philips men came armed to a Swanfey mans houfe to grind a Hat- 
cher , the man told them ic was the Lords Day , they fad they cared 
notforchat, they would doic forall him or his God. They then 
went to another Houle and asked for Vidtuals ard Tobscco, fome 
was given them and fometheytook, but hurt no man, the fameday 
they cook a Swanfey man, travelling from Road Ifland , through che 
Land, and kept him prifoner ail night, ufed him kindly and fent him 
home the next dey with chis Caugion, That he fhould tell nolies. Up- 
On. 
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on thefé Jesloufies Swanfey men fent to. Plymouth and the Bay for 
aid, and according!y 6¢o Voluntiers Horfe end Foot , were fent un- 
der the Command of Major General Thomas Savage, a vety2ive 
perfon. . Bur before thefe Succors came , Swanley men deferted their 
houfes and drew all their Inhabitants inro three Garrifon houfes. En 
this month of fae the BleGion was at Plymouth, and Sagamore Phi- 
"Jip. came not with his Tribute of two Wolves heads , cecorcing to his 
League !aftmade.’ fune 23. An Engl.thman feeing an Indian entering 
a delerted Swanfeyhoule fhotathim. fune the 24th. the Indians thet 
<t feveral men travellicg through Reboborh , but flew none there: but 

- atSwanfey they killed fixmen, go'ng with aCart; and fet on one of 
the Garrtton koufes., and there killed two more and wounded other® 
two, and likewife killed two that were travelling for a Chyrurgeon, 
Thos. war began. The Jndians have killed: feveral Swanfey peoples 
bernt at houfes inthat Town, deftroyed hundreds of Cattle, pulled: 
down Fences, ruincd much Cora and Hay in Plymouth Collony The 
Indians tie lurking and feulking in hideous woody Swamps, and thence: 
fet ontravellors or menattheir labours. At New Dartmouth (a Tows 
in Plymouth Collony, moft of them Quakers) they burnt all their houe 
fes but one, viz 29, and flew feveral pecfons. Ip Middlebrough cle 
Indians burnt zr houfes. In Taunton chty-burnt.cenkoufes and killed 
ten perfors, In Rehoborl they have deftroyed eight houfes , but killed

my; Making \adireful out-cry. But our men refolutzly fell on them, and 
in an hour or wo diffipated the Indians and flew about twenty of them, 
_&ne-of whom was Sagamore Pdilips Lieucenant General , withoue. - 
the lofs of one of us. But Sagamore Philip , wich. moft of his People, 
fied away again through the Swampe ». clear out of that fide of 
the Couutrey , and all his Wigwams and Baggage was pofleft by the 
Englith. ie 

Uncas a Southern Sachem , fent 49 at the firft of his men. well. 
armed to the Maflathufets , to aid the Englith egainft Philip, and the - 
Englith ordered them to march with their Head Army. .Atter the laft 
Skirmith , 40 of Philips Indians yielded themfelves to the Englith ac 
difcreiion , by whom we hope to havea full difcovery of the Indians 
plots, numbers, con{federacies, and their hiding placcs. 

Ail the Indians quite through the Countrey are im Aras, yet pretend 
. favour to the Pnelith ; however we truft them not, as knowing they 
waita fit occefion again{tus: to prevent which the Conecticut Collony.. 
fent ;oomen tothe Naragan/et Sachem, to force himto declare him.. 
felf. On their approach he concluded a peace with the Engtih, gave 
Hotages, and fentrooof his men againit Philip.. The Englifhjroen- 

. courage chem, have promifed them 20 Coats for Philip, and one-a piece: 
for each of hismen that they hall kill: but a double reward if they 
cancatch and bring Philip or his men alive ; for the Englithes eo 
is rather co fubje& thancto deftroy the Indians: there being 120 In¥i- 
an prifoners in the Governor of Plymouths Cuftcdy , reterved tobe 
made fervants of. 

Three Sachems of. the Nipmag Country came to Quabang, elias 
Brookfield, an Englith Town about fixty miles from Bofon , fubferibed 
to be faithful to the Englifh, and in regard many of che Subj. &s of 
thofe Sachems were praying Indians , the inhabitans:of Brook field, 
were the more confident of their fidelity. The Council fent Captaia 
Hutchifon and Captain Wheeler, with thirty-horfe , into the ve 
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‘Country, to tree wich the Indians there, and get a clear demonftra- 
‘tion of ‘their ‘affe@tion to the Englith, by delivering their Arms and 
‘Hoftages. ‘Capcain Hatchinfon with fome Townfmen of Brockfield , 
((viz.Coy, Prichet, Aires, 8cc. who hzd fo much affiance in the Indians 
asnotto carry weapors withthem) went to treat with the Sachems, 

‘Aygyfl 2.75. ata place appointed by them: But the Indians not ap~ 
(pearing there, the Captain went neartoa Swampe shereby, outof 

which the Indians facioufly rnthed on Captain Hytchinfon’s party in 

grese numbers, and killed fix perfons, and wounded eight more, of 

Which Captain whdeler and Captain Hxtchinfon weretwo. The Cap- 

tains with their remainders hafted to the Town,and immediately go: all 
the inhabitants of Brookfield into onehonfe, being sbout feventy in 
number. The Indians tn two hours {pace fired all the deferted houfes 

#n the Town, viz twenty ; and came with molt hideous yellings, in 
way of criumpl:, and -beliesed Captain Hatchinfon and the Towns 

people, thoo:inadsy and night for three days together, and atrempe- 

ina to fet the Garifon-houfe on fire, which twoor three times hid 

ikely to have been done. but chatthey within quenched ic; and once a 

great fhower of rain put oucthe fre. ‘The Indians provided an Engine 

with thirty two pair of wheels, to fire the Garifon houfe at fourteen 

rods diftance : The Englith within vled their utmoft diligence to make 

their defence, and loft oaly one within, and one killed , that occ:fio- 
rnally epr our. Inthe midft of this exigenc two Enslith women were 
‘fafely delivered in’ Child-birth in the Englifh houfe. 

Major willard being near Lancaffer, hearing of the diftrefs of cthofe 
cat Brookefield, marched with fifty or fixty Dragoons to their relief, and 
ceame in the nighe, and fore’d their. way chrough the Indians intothe 
vyard ‘of the Garifon-hou‘e; fecuring their horfes , they fired feveral 
vvolleys’on the Indians , who ina little while fled ail away, Thusall 
‘thefe-perfons (blefled be Gad). were {rved out of che hands of thefe 
_ obarbarous and: treacherous Enemies, when they were at the la{t. galp, 
_ ttheirpowder being asit were {pent , and.a!l help failing, a mercy nor 
‘to be\forgotten: “Captain Hurchinfon lived about three.weeks, and chen 
ddiéd of hisawounds, inthe fixty third year. of his age ; this worthy 
(Gentleman being the fifth or fixth of his Family.who perifhed by the 
+Indians; for his Mother, Brother, Sifter, and Brother-in-law, were
